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The remarks of October 1 7, 2002 requests reconsideration entry of the amendment of September 
1 8, 2002. The Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP) section 712.13 governs the 
procedure to be followed regarding an amendment filed after final rejection. See also MPEP 1207 
(governing amendments filed with or after appeal), and MPEP 1208.01 (prohibiting entry of new 
ground of rejection in an examiner's answer). MPEP 712.13 states in pertinent part that "[a]n 
amendment filed at any time after final rejection, but before an appeal brief is filed, may be entered 
upon or after filing of an appeal brief provided the total effect of the amendment is to (A) remove 
issues for appeal, and/or (B) adopt examiner suggestions." MPEP 712.13 further indicates that 
u [t]he proposed amendment should be given sufficient consideration to determine whether the 
claims are in condition for allowance and/or whether the issues on appeal are simplified.
